relief 
For food, fuel and rent, this 
means about $70,000 per year of 
! county funds. The assistance to the

j about $22,000 per year and this is 
to be taken over by the state. 
For the moment everything is de­ 
pendent upon the decision of the 
state supreme court. 
A case is now
